A few months ago a considerable segment. of the reading public became 
conscious of a new name in light fiction. Rosamond Marshall was known as a suc= 
cessful writer of juveniles, but lo and behold, here she was with a best seller 
considerably on the risque side ~ as one review capsuled his opinion - “more 
scarlet than amber." Yes, Percy, Duchess of Hotspur, set tongues wagging in book 
circles in 1946 quite as much as the hussy did in person way back in the days of 
Ye Merrie England, and according to Marshall, a right merry time it was too. Her 
very evident tongue-in-cheek approach to Duchess Hotspur is in distinct contrast 
to a very serious historical novel of The Alamo, on which she has been hard at 
work for several years, with just enough time out to dash off the Duchess, 


Can this be Prentice-Hall, publishing this sort of thing? So went the 
querye Prentice-Hall, publisher of those fantastically technical loose-leaf ser- 
vices covering Income taxes, Priorities, Price control and the other "headaches" of 
modern business? Or Preritice-Hall, publisher of Dr. Sverdup's The Oceans, Eby's 
Listory and Philosophy of Education, and Couch and Geer's scholarly Classic Civili-

zation; Rome and Greece? Say not so. Say not so. They must do it with mirrors. 


One and the same, Bay Mr. Ettinger, President, and Mr. Gerstenberg, Chair~ 
man of the Board. (Incidentally Prentice and Hall were their respective mothers’ 
maiden names, hence the 6éining of the name, Prentice-Hall, Ince) They do explain 


tartling change did not happen in a flash, as some people 
ieres. eenly they have een producing books designed for the general public 


since 1937 when the Trade Department was organized. The first really big title was 


1938, which was also a best-seller in several parts of the country, and 
ee te fee share of comment although of a slightly different kind than the buchess 


id. By contrast, this first best-seller was A Digest of the Bible, by Peter V. 
Ross, a very warm and human narrative treatment of the King James version, short- 
ened to 300 pages, quoting verbatim all the opsential parts and tied together with 
Ross' own prose, so simple and beautiful that it was compared to Pilgrim's progresse 
The "Digest" is a perennial favorite ard continues to sell in all parts of the 
English speaking world. Ross' book clearly outlined the path for the Trade Depart~ 
meut which has since gone on to produce many other fine books. 


The ambition of every publisher of fiction is to have its stories bought 
by Hollywood and made into motion pictures. This too, has happened to Prentice 
Kalle Russell Janney's Miracle of the Bells, has just been acquired by RKO for 
production - 1947. Janney, best known as author and co=producer of the Vagabond 
King, will probably make a neat millien dollars from his contract, one of the 
largest ever signed in that land of make-believe. Opinion is sharply divided as 
to the literary merits of The Miracle. Time Magazine haughtily peering through 
its literary lorgnette (probably bi-~focal) panned the. daylights out of it, calling 
it "corny" and meaningless. The reading public however, has established it as a 
favorite on the best-seller listse The general concensus of opinion is that in 
spite of some “oddities” in writing technique, Janney has spun a yarn which will 
leave the world a kindlier and more hopeful place. Mr. Bttinger's faith in the 
novel was dramatically evidenced by the printing of 125,000 copies before release 
date, a record for a non=book club first novel. 


Prentice-Hall takes pleasure in having the Hawaii Library Association 
Journal make the first announcement that Dre A. Grove Day and Mr. Ralph Kuykendall, 
both of the University of Hawaii faoulty are collaborating on a short history of 
Hawaii which Prentice-Hall will release this Spring. Elaborate plans for the 
honoring of the authors are in the making, we are informed, in recognition of this 
contribution to the ever-increasing interest in Hawaii - uolting=pot, battleground 
and experiment in offshore statehood. 
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PAMPHLETS

Infcrmation file? Pamphlet file? Vertical file? What do you call yours? 
Every library needs a spot where those useful, useable small pieces of miscellaneous 
information can be kept and got at easily. Into such a file can go those clippings; 
those pictures; that brochure from Chrysler corporation telling and showing how. the 
eyro=-compass is made and works; the booklets from the Citrus Growers' Association 
doscribing irrigation processes; that section from your duplicate National Geo- 
graphic Magazine with the fine costume pictures and the graphic text on the Philip- 
pines = you know the kind of thinge You see it and think, "I hope I'll remomber 
whore I saw that when the unit on the Philippines, on irrigation, on ships and 
navigation, that debate on statehood comes around," 





In Lester Condit's A hlet about pamphlets (University of Chicago, 1939) 
he fills eight pages with aehinttions trom encyclopedias and dictionaries of a “paii= 


phlet". On page 1, this initial example is found: "An advertising executive was 
recently requested to distinguish between a book and a pamphlete 'Do you see this 
booklet?', he responded as he grasped a small unbound publication from an adjoining 
sholf. ‘'In this office, if I call this a book, it's a books if I call it a pam- 
phlet, it's a pamphlete' Perhaps librarians, with all of their practice and ex~ 
perience, and scholars, with all of their research and erudiction, can form no 
definition that would prove more acceptable." 


Easiest to service and easiest for all concerned to use is the file kept in 
folders in a vertical filing case. These folders, labelled with the subject and 
filed alphabetically, will accomodate nearly any size or shape material you wish to 
keepe At the University of Hawaii we follow Readers’ Guide in choosing subject 
headings, to keep them uniform, and keep a small card file showing what subject 
headings have been used, so that we won't overlap. Cross references are used 
wherever needed. The pamphlets themselves have the subject written on, to insure 
their getting back into. the right folder. 


Annually this file is cleared = that is, all material is examined. If it 
has grown stale, been superseded, or not been used durin; the year, it is discarded. 
Very occasionaly it happens that a-piece of ephemera increases in valuee In such 
a case it is transferred to a permanent pamphlet collection, or cataloged if it 
seems to warrant that. Most material for most pamphlot files, however, is of tem- 
porary importance only, valuable chiefly for its topical interest and its timeli- 
ness, so it can be both collected and discarded freely, and the file kept filled 
with fresh material. 


Pamphlets can be obtained in nearly as many ways and places as there are 
pamphlets. H.W. Wilson Co. maintains a Vertical File Service; the PAMPHLETEER is 
a periodical listing pamphlets on oll subjects and the places to obtain them; your 
professional journals carry lists of free and inexpensive material; magazines and 
newspapers can be clipped; travel bureaus, chambers of commerce, civic organiza@ 
tions, distribute material, usually free of charge; the government distributes 
thousands of pamphlets on hundreds of subjects. A pamphlet collector finds ample 
sources when he really starts to work. 


At the University of Hawaii Library, simple vertical file pamphlet file is 
kept for current material. In addition, a permanent file is kept of pamphlots of 
permanent value, but still too slight to catalogue. To these are assigned appro= 
priate classification numbors (as broad classification as possible) according to 
Deweye This number and PAM instead of a Cutter number, make up tho call number, 
which is written on the pamphlet. Pamphlet boxes with these call numbers file at 
the end of the books with that number in the stacks. The pamphlets circulate, 
When enough pamphlets with the same call number, regardless of size or shape, have 
accumulated to make a volume, they are bound. Simple catalogue entries are made 
for the bound volumes, under subject (subject card notes contents), and an author 
card is made for each pamphlet in the volumes, since the theory is that researchers 
look for such mterial by author rather than subject. Volumes are numbered con» 
secutively as they are bound, Until they are bound, an author card file is kepte 
This file acts as a aid to orders searchers and provides tho only list of unbound 
pamphlets in the collection. 


There are many kinds of pamphlet collections, all keyed to the book-buying 
policy of the library. For more scholarly collections, fewer, to be sure, but in# 
hag fone to pamphlet file viewers, Miss Euphie Shields, Assistent Librarian at the 


University of Hawaii made a survey of mainland university library pamphlet collec« 
tions and brought back the notes which appear on the next pages

UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS LIBRARY 


The idea here is to get the pamphlets to the professors while the pam- 

phlets are new. There are three stopsto the procedures 

1. Head librarian routes the pamphlets to those persons he 
will find them the most useful. No list or record is kept = they just trust 
that the pamphlets will be returned to the library. The routing slip attachec 
indicxtes such return is desir@ble and asks for comments on-the pamphlet. 

2e When returned, the pamphlets go into the verticel files. 
These files are placed in the stacks, their contents classed by large subject 
froupse 

3. When the drawers sre full, the pamphlets are bound into 
volumes by subject, a title is assigned, and the volumes cataloged and cnalyzed. 
L.C. cards are used when available. Classification is by broad subject divisions. 
There are no cards in the catalog until step 3. 


COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY LIBRARY 


The pamphlets which are considered worth keeping permanently are sholved 
in one section of the stacks. The stacks are closed except to those with per- 
nits; the section for pamphlets is closed to everyone but the stcffs of the 
circulation and catalog departments. 308 

All these pemphlets are classified 2 and are arranged in pamphlet 
boxes which are numbered consecutivelye A new pamphlet box is. started when the 
previous one is fillede The pamphlets are not numberede The call numbers on 
both the pamphlets and boxes reads 308

The pamphlets are cataloged, using LeC. cards if available, otherwise 
typing a simple author card and usually only one subject card. 

The «nly record kept of what pamphlets are in which box is the shelf 
list filed in the catalog department. This record is used for inventorye 

The pamphlets circulate, and charging cards are mde at the Circulation 
Desk as the pamphlets go oute 

Each department library has its own pamphlet collection and administo~s 
it as the departmental librarian sees fit. The Roforcnce department has a verti- 
cal file for current pamphlets. This file is weeded out from time to time and 
some of the material transferred to the cataloged collection. 


UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO LIBRARY 


Pomphlots with a current imprint aro put in tho vortical file in tho 
Reference departments These pamphlets are weeded out at intervals, and if the 
Reference department thinks thoy still have value, they are thon classified 
and catalogede 

Old pamphlets are bound in volumes by subject, and are classified by 
broad subject divisions. They are shelved at the end of such subject divisions 
in the stackse These pamphlets are entered in the catalog under the subject 
heading. Only the very outstanding pamphlets are analyzed. The subject card 
includes contents. A master subject card is kept in the catalog department 
to use for inventory. The “made up" title for each volume reads: "Colloctien 
of pamphlets On eee

Here the pamphlets are bound in volumes by subject, cataloged and analyzed, 
They are classified by broad subject divisionse The thickness of the volume is 
determined by the pamphlets - usually about 25 are bound in one volume. 

The main catalor card for the volume is very brief - the main entry heing 
the phrases "Pamphlets on eee"s No dates covered by the pamphlet is given, nor 
contentse There is, however, the note ~ "For pamphlets on economics see card 
filed under economics, Pamphletse

This library recognizes four types of pamphlet mterial and handles each 
type according to oa different scheme. 
1. Ephemeral material is placed in vertical files. 
2 Particularly valuable pamphlets are bound in a folder and 
cataloged as completely as a book. 
3. "Made up sets" consisting of a group of pamphlets on one subject 
and usually a gift, are.cataloged and housed as a unite 
4, The bulk of the pamphlets are treated as follows; They are 
divided according to imprint - those published from 1800-1899 and those from 1900- 
date. This was done to take care of difficulties of binding arising from the 
quality of old paper, which deteriorated quickly. Within each century the pamphlets 
arc then arranged by size, which is designated by letters, ass

The pamphiets are collected in pamphlet boxes in the stacks 
until enough of one size have been gathered to bind into one volume, so only a 
few pamphlet boxes are needed. The pamphlets are numbered in the order of receipt 
and cach one is cataloged separately at the time it is put into the pamphlet box 
and only one or two subject headings are usede 
The call number reads: Pamphlet collection

The Cutter number depending upon, and corresponding to the sizes. 


Copies and editions of the smme pamphlot *ill not bo brought::toe i 
gothor on the sholves. Binding involves no changes in call number, shelf list or 
catalog rocordss which continue to refer to individual pamphlets. 

This collection can be closed to the public if desired, since it 
will not be arranged by subject. The subject approach will be provided by the 
library catalog, and by bibliographies.

Perhaps a word or three, is needed about the Association's Fall meeting, 
which was held at the Kamehameha schools. For the first time since 1941, book 
stalls and booths were erected. Friday afternoon there was a panel discussion on 
Adult education conducted by Dr. Marion Hallenbach of the DPI Adult education 
division. For sheer glibness, self-assurance, and complete mastery, we give all 
hcxors to the ILWU representative on the panel. 


Along the general subject of adult education, a review of a report on a 
survey of teen age activities made recently by the Honolulu Council of Social 
agencies comes to me via the monthly paper of the Honolulu Business and Profes- 
sional Women's Clube-~ 


"Taking McKinley as a typical school, here'*s some of the things 
shown: 


15 per cent belong to the YMCA or YWCA group; 12 per cent 
belong to a church or church group; 6 per cent belong to the Boy or 
Girl Scouts. 


The previous Wednesday after school, 56 per cent did home 
work, .48 per cent listened to the radio, 22 per cent read a magazine, 
19 per cent attended a movie, 16 per cent read a book, 14 per c¢¥.% 
visited a friends 


The previous Sunday, 55 per cent listened to a radio, 43 
per cent went to a movie, 30 per cent visited with friends, 21 
per cent attended church service (in addition to 13 per cent who 
wont to Sunday school); 21 por cont wont swimming, 21 per cent 
took an automobile ride, 17 per cent read a magazine. 


Roosevelt students, compared with students of non-English 
standard schools read more books and fewer magazines, belonged to 
more clubs, went to fewer movies and sports events, went swimming 
oftenpre 


In answer to the question, "What kind of youth activities 
and facilities would you like to have in your neighborhood?" swim- 
ming placed first among students everywheree More than 50 per cent 
of the students in each school ranked swimming first. Somewhat 
behind swimming were teen age canteens, dancing, gymnasium facili- 
ties, better playgrounds.” 


Gotting back to tho Fall meeting, there is a rather painful subject I would 
like to bring upe It is not a new thing, in fact, it is a situation which is as 
old as the Association itself, and which the Executive boards down through the 
years have been trying to do something aboute What is it - complacency, mental 
laziness, provincialism, herd instinct, or what - that makes the members gravitate 
towards those people with whome they do their day's work, or with whom they are 
well acquaintede In case anyone has forgotten Isolationism is a dead ducke How 
many strangers did you welcome?
